People Entitled to Know 
What is Going On 
In Government 


Th** people pf Texas tiro entitled to 
know the facts concerning all matters 
which relate to the public welfare. 
Transportation is one of the most ini- 
portant of these matters because it 
not only provides employment which 
furnishes 
the 
livelihood 
for 
many 
thousands ^>f the State’s citizens, but 
indirectly affects the well-being of all. 
For that reason, iii I’ questions which 
involve or touch upon the policies cf 
government affecting the various agen­ 
cies engaged iii transportation should 
be precented to the public in an open 
and unbiased manner free from mis­ 
representation and prejudice.

panies in Texas

railroads are 
the backbone of 
the 
transportation indus^y, of the state 
and the nation. They pay their own 
way, provide and maintain, at their 
own expense, their own rights ut way 
and pay taxes on them in almost every 
county. They neither ask. nor receive 
any public subsidy in this or other re­ 
spect. 
I hiring the pat t wo decades another 
form of transportation has developed 
which seeks to compete with the rail­ 
roads. It is the carrier for hire truck. 
In contrast 
to the railroads, 
the 
trunks do not pay their way. 
They 
make extensive use of public 
high­ 
w ays built and maintained at 
great 
expense to the taxpayers. They seek 
to operate with a minimum of regu­ 
lation and a maximum of subsidy from 
the public treasury. 
Favored by a beneficient 
govern­ 
ment, the trucking industry in Testis 
has grown 
increasingly 
bold of re­ 
cent years and now asks public ap­ 
proval to enlarge the weight of its al­ 
ready 
dangerously

equipment 
and load to the i>oint where it will fur­ 
ther jeopardize the safety of passen­ 
ger ear and small truck ow’liers who 
use the highways of this state. 
The highways of Texas, upon which 
I Im re has already occurred a greater 
less of life than the battlefields of 
most wars in which we have engaged, 
will become more menacing and dead­ 
ly than before—if load lim its are in­ 
creased as the truck operators are now 
endeavoring to convince the authori­ 
ties they should he. 
In attempting to place their case 
before the public in the most favorable 
light, propagandists for the truck oper­

consumption

amounts of taxes paid, the size of 
their payrolls and the number of peo­ 
ple employed by them. A great many 
of these statements, 
when properly 
analyzed, arc obvious fabrications aud 
<vt liers cunningly calculated to mislead 
the honest-thinking person who wishes 
to sec justice prevail. 
/With this great display of so-called 
.facts, figures and statistics, there is 
one item directly concerned with pub­ 
lic welfare, which is directly charge­ 
able to large trucks, of which they 
fail to boast. To the contrary, and for 
obvious reasons, it is evaded, or re 
sponsibility therefore denied. 
Ibis is 
the terrific cost in human life and suf­ 
fering caused by accidents tor which 
the big trucks are largely responsible.

it. Every effect must have a cause. 


What produced this experience? How 
was the Spirit received?

connected with the Christian message. 
There w as a story told to a won­ 
dering world of One who lived a life 
none other mail had ever lived before. 
That story went on to tell how that 
life, too beautiful to have been invent­ 
ed. closed in the tragedy of the cru­ 
cifixion.
